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Inadequate - 
report slams 
child services

A DAMNING report has criti¬ 
cised how ‘weaknesses’ in child 
services within the county have 
not effectively protected young 
people from harm. 

The highly critical inspection 
from Ofsted into child protective 
services in Northamptonshire 
has given the service the lowest 
possible rating - inadequate. 

The findings, revealed yester¬ 
day, said that there are ‘systemic 
weaknesses’ and many services 
are ‘process driven’ rather than 
focused on the needs of children 
who are left ‘voiceless’. 

Too many child protection 
enquiries are ‘terminated prema¬ 
turely’ and the systems to protect 
children who are at risk of sexual 
exploitation and trafficking is not 
‘robust’. 

There are delays and disconti¬ 
nuities in all work and there has 
been an ‘extensive turnover’ in 


staff at all levels, Ofsted said. 
Children had been ‘inappropri¬ 
ately’ left in overnight police 
custody as the local authority did 
not prioritise finding suitable 
accommodation. 

Ofsted has told the county 
council and its partners they 
must immediately make sure no 
youngster is detained in police 
custody without good reason. 

When the inspectors visited last 
month there were 438 children 
subject to child protection plans 
- a ‘sharp’ fall from the previous 
year, but one which has no 
‘appropriate explanation’. 

The council has accepted the 
findings ‘unreservedly’ and has 
announced a programme to 
bring about immediate improve¬ 
ments, including a review of all 
decisions and supporting front¬ 
line social workers with more 
senior staff on complex cases. 

Kevin Crompton, who was chief 
executive at Haringey Council 
after the Baby P case, has been 
appointed to the safeguarding 


board, and three new social 
workers have been appointed. 

Chief Executive Paul Blantern 
insisted that the service had 
money invested in it, rather than 
cut, but the report stated that 
some services had been ‘signifi¬ 
cantly reshaped’ to address 
‘budget economies’. 

He added: “We are on an 
ongoing journey. 

“This gives us something to 
start and from which we can 
build further improvements. 

“There is no shying away from 
anything that Ofsted said.” 

Northamptonshire Police’s 
Assistant Chief Constable Paul 
Phillips said: “This is not about 
single agencies working in 
isolation. 

“We will be making changes to 
address the issues highlighted.” 

Ben Gowland, CEO of NHS Nene 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
said: “There is undoubtedly room 
for improvement in the delivery 
of children’s safeguarding in 
Northamptonshire.”

Dad hailed as a hero after 
rescuing his kids from fire

A DAD is being hailed as a 
‘hero’ after he saved his 
three children from a 
blazing inferno. 

Anthony Eales rescued his 
two boys and daughter from 
a fire which broke out inside 
their home in Arbour View 
Court in Thorplands, 
Northampton, at 8.25pm on 
Monday. 

The alarm was raised by 
six-year-old Jayden Eales 
(who has cerebral palsy) 
and Anthony told him to get 
out of the house. 

He then went back to res¬ 
cue two-year-old Kayla, who 
also has cerebral palsy, and 
nine-year-old Sean. 

Jayden has been released 
from hospital but his broth¬ 
er and sister are in 
Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital where they are 
being treated for smoke 
inhalation and minor burns 

Anthony, who is in hospi¬ 
tal in Nottingham, is cur¬ 
rently sedated due to his 
burns and is expected to be 
in this state for another 
week. 

His brother-in-law, Lee 


Eastaff, said: “The doctors 
have said if they continue to 
make the progress they 
have then they will make a 
full recovery. 

“There have been a lot of 
messages on Facebook say¬ 
ing Anthony should be given 
a bravery medal for what he 
did. 

“It could have been far 
worse without him doing 
what he did. 


“It doesn’t bare thinking 
about if he had not done 
what he did. 

“I am glad we do not have 
to cross this line.” 

Lee, who lives five minutes 
away in Westone did not see 
the fire, but followed the 
ambulance to hospital to 
see his four relatives. 

He added: “It has been a 
very worrying 24 hours with 
members of our family in 


Nottingham, Birmingham 
or Northampton.” 

Neighbour Jackie Simms 
said: “I saw flames coming 
out of the side window. 

“Everyone has been 
shocked by what happened. 

“I was putting my eldest to 
bed when my partner told 
me about the fire. 

“My own children have 
been asking a lot of ques¬ 
tions about it.”

Budget proves a step in the right

Council secures 
money to save 
town’s heritage 

NEARLY £400,000 is set to be invested 
in preserving a much loved part of our 
town’s heritage.

Abbey. The grant will be matched by 
the council investing a further 
£200,000 in the project that will see 
urgent repairs made to the historic 
building.

Scheme. It is made available for 
conserving and restoring the country’s 
most significant historic assets. 

Specialists will now start working on 
detailed plans for the repairs. 

Most of the work will be to fix the 
roof of the main building. 

It is essential work that will prevent 
further leaks into the building which 
has already been damaged inside. 

There will also be some urgent 
structural repairs to the north wing of 
the building. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, leader 
of Northampton Borough Council, said: 
“The restoration of Delapre Abbey is 
something we want to see. The Abbey 
is an important part of our town’s 
future and a link to our rich heritage. 
So we are exploring every opportunity 
to attract the funding and investment 
we need to bring this unique building 
back into use, as something we can be 
proud of and a regional attraction.”

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Duvet holding 
thieves raid 
shop for cash 


TWO men stole cash and 
cigarettes from a Co-Op 
using a duvet as a ‘swag bag’. 

The offenders went into the 
store in Rothersthorpe Road, 
Northampton, at about 6am 
on Saturday and threatened 
a member of staff.

The other is described as a 
white man of medium build, 
wearing a black hooded top, 
again with the hood up. 

The men are believed to 
have travelled on a Yamaha 
motorbike with silver mud¬ 
guards and to have left in the 
direction of Briar Hill.

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Two-year-old ‘stable’

A TWO-YEAR-OLD is in a

“At the time of the incident 
our staff did assist the girl 
and they acted very well. 

“We certainly do carry out a 
review if anything happens. 

“We have an internal pro¬ 
cess and if we have to we will 
work with other agencies so 
we can all improve. 

“In a different example we 
worked with multi agencies 
when we had the recent 
flood. 

“When we do have an inci¬ 
dent like this then we look at 
all our procedures and this 
helps keep us fit for purpose.”

THE ‘Boris Bikes’ cycle hire 
scheme looks to be wheeling its 
way into town.

Councillor Jim Harker, leader of 
the county council said: “This 
sort of scheme, which was 
pioneered in London, has proved 
enormously popular and makes 
a huge difference in easing 
congestion and associated pollu¬ 
tion on our roads. I’m very excit¬ 
ed about seeing a similar initia¬ 
tive in Northampton and I’m 
delighted we’re able to work with 
colleagues at the borough coun¬ 
cil.” 

Cllr David Mackintosh, leader 
of Northampton Borough 
Council, added: “Cycle-hire 


schemes are very popular and 
introducing one in Northampton 
will bring the healthy benefits of 
cycling for local residents.” 

Work is currently being carried 
out to finalise the details of the 
cycle hire scheme, including 
costs. 

The bikes will be available for 
hire later this year.

THE success of a ‘tweeta- 
thoiT about alcohol-related 
crime in the county could 
see similar events taking 
place in the future. 

Northamptonshire Police 
took to social network site 
Twitter from 10pm on 
Saturday to highlight the 
impact alcohol has on polic¬ 
ing activity. 

Officers, special constables 
and staff primarily focused 
on incidents linked to 
alcohol using the hashtag, a 
search function on the site, 
#alcoholharm - which 
allowed users to track all 
tweets. 

Much of the policing activ¬ 
ity was required in 
Northampton town centre 
and Wellingborough Road 
where potential drink driv¬ 
ers were stopped and fights 
were broken up. 

Several 999 calls were also 
received for help with 
domestic incidents, the 
majority of which were 
booze fuelled. 


Chief Inspector Dave 
Spencer was tweeting from 

@dave_spencer and @Op_ 

challenge. 

He said: “What really sur¬ 
prised me was the response 
we had from the public. 

“The majority were really 
positive. 

“It was quite a quiet night 
because of the weather but 
we still made a number of 
arrests. While we do primar¬ 
ily look at the crime involved 
we also hoped to show how 
people can still drink 
responsibly and this is some¬ 
thing pub landlords were 
keen for us to get out too. 

“I think considering how 
well this has all gone it is 
definitely something that we 
could be do on a more regu¬ 
lar basis. 

“We have some really good 
people tweeting on behalf of 
the force and I think it is 
really boosting public confi¬ 
dence and interaction with 
us.” 

During the night more 
than 30 arrests were made 
and two officers were 
assaulted.

THE Police and Crime 
Commissioner has again been 
accused of ‘cronysim’ after he 
hired people on £65k salaries 
who worked on his election 
campaign. 

Adam Simmonds this week 
announced that he was to 
appoint three ‘Assistant 
Commissioners’ - all of whom 
have been working in his office 
on an interim basis since he took 
office in November. 

Last year, shortly after 
Conservative Mr Simmonds was 
elected, concerns were raised by 
Councillor Brendan Glynane, 
leader of the Liberal Democrats, 
at Northamptonshire County 
Council, that the appointments 
were ‘pure cronyism’. 

Each of the management team 
will be on a salary of £65,000 a 
year. 

Iain Britton, who worked in 


social care and probation, is 
Assistant Commissioner for 
Justice; Kathryn Buckle, who 
was Mr Simmonds’ political 
agent, is Assistant Commissioner 
for Governance and Peter 
Heaton, who led the PR 
campaign during the election, is 
Assistant Commissioner for 
Public Involvement. 

The trio had all been undertak¬ 
ing those roles since November. 
Their jobs were advertised. 

Cllr Glynane, who is also a 
member of the Police and Crime 
panel, has slammed the 
decision. 

He said: “It really is unbelieva¬ 
ble. The Conservative Police and 
Crime Commissioner has given 
his campaign staff permanent 
taxpayer funded jobs at £65,000 
a year. 

“Given the outcry when he 
doled out the positions on an 
interim basis you’d have thought 
he would have learnt. 

“This is pure cronyism. 


“What makes matters worse is 
that in his budget he reduced the 
funds available for frontline 
policing. 

“We could have had 45 more 
police officers on the street. 

“Instead we have Conservative 
party political activists, with no 
record of involvement with the 
police, sitting in an office on 
£65k a year. 

“The Conservatives have made 
the wrong choice yet again, 
choosing cronyism and jobs for 
the boys and girls over making 
our streets safer.” 

Mr Simmonds said: “It doesn’t 
surprise me that Cllr Glynane 
can keep banging on about 
something that was dealt with 
much earlier this year. 

“I have appointed people who 
are equipped for the job and who 
have been through all the correct 
recruitment processes. 

“I am comfortable that these 
are the right people who can help 
me reduce crime in the county.” 


War of words about ‘noisy’ route set to rumble on 


RESIDENTS from 
Spencer and Dallington 
are going to step up their 
fight against the county 
council. 

They are furious the 
authority will not remove 
all of the 

rumble strips from 
Gladstone Road, 
Northampton, which 


they claim are noisy - 
only half of them. 

Cllr Gareth Eales, who 
is a ward councillor on 
the borough council, 
said: “We are going to 
intensify our campaign. 
We will get the environ¬ 
mental officer from the 
borough council to 
measure the noise on the 


rumble strips when cars 
drive past. We are also 
going to launch a peti¬ 
tion.” 

A spokesman for the 
council said previously: 
“The solution offered to 
residents increases the 
stretches of relatively 
quiet highway and intro¬ 
duces vehicle activated 


signs and new road 
markings. The council 
has no further proposals 
to offer - the council 
believes the solution it 
had offered maintained 
the improved safety 
aspects of the scheme 
while addressing the 
noise issue - all within 
the budgets available.”

Flooding fears of 
1,000 homes plan

CONCERNS have been 
raised about potential 
flooding and traffic 
problems if a 1,000 
home development is 
built in the south of the 
town. 

Wootton and East 
Hunsbury and 

Collingtree Parish 
Councils have been 
distributing leaflets to 
residents in affected 
areas to warn them of 
the plans and to ask for 
their opinion. 

Bovis Homes is in the 
process of putting 
together a planning 
application for the 
development - which 
would be built on land 
south of Rowtree Road 
and between the Ml. 

Cllr Jonathan Nunn, 
chairman of Wootton 


and East Hunsbury 
Parish Council, said 
one of the key concerns 
was that the develop¬ 
ment would cause 
flooding. 

He is also worried 
about the impact the 
extra traffic would have 
on the ‘already 
congested’ area. 

The plans, which 
would include about 
1,000 homes and a 
primary school, are 
part of the Joint Core 
Strategy for West 
Northamptonshire 
proposals. 

These outline how 
19,800 homes are need¬ 
ed to be built over the 
next 14 years. 

The proposals, which 
came under intense 
scrutiny from protest 
groups when they were 
initially released, have 
been re-evaluated and 


the number of new- 
builds has been 
reduced by 1,560. 

On the edges of 
Northampton seven 
housing developments 
need to be built. 

Cllr Nunn added: 
“Our key concern is one 
of flooding. The area 
already suffers from 
this and as recently as 
last October houses in 
Belfry Lane were dam¬ 
aged by the bad weath¬ 
er. 

“People are really 
concerned that even 
with a flood impact 
assessment it won’t 
properly assess the 
impact. 

“We are also worried 
about the increase in 
traffic, especially head¬ 
ing towards the A45 
which is already at a 
standstill most morn¬ 
ings. 


“All we can do is come 
up with some alterna¬ 
tive options.” 

The leaflet states: ‘We 
are in no doubt that the 
local community, as a 
whole, is not comforta¬ 
ble with such a devel¬ 
opment, and wish to 
prevent it going ahead. 

‘But as “No 
Development” is prob¬ 
ably not an option we 
need to make sure that 
what development does 
take place is acceptable 
as it possibly can be to 
the surrounding com¬ 
munities. 

‘If we don’t engage in 
the process it is likely 
that development will 
take place at the devel¬ 
oper’s behest.’

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Care home’s given 
approval to extend

DESPITE nearly 200 objections 
the extension of a care home 
has been given the go ahead. 

Based in Spratton, Broomhill 
care home for people with 
dementia will be transformed 
from 15 beds to 84 after the 
decision was made by Daventry 
District Council last Wednesday. 

The original application 
submitted for the former hotel 
last year was to have a total of 99 
rooms. 

Objections to the application 
made by St Matthews Healthcare 
included issues with security 
and traffic. 

As a result, conditions have 
been put in place. 

These include flood preven¬ 
tion, protecting the visual 



amenity of the area and safety 
measures. 

Another is that the work must 
start within three years of March 
13. 

Building plans have been 
reduced in size as well as saving 


many of the trees outlined to be 
felled. 

Although the council recog¬ 
nised that the new site would 
affect the landscape they 
believed this would not over¬ 
shadow the advantages. 

Spratton Parish Council 
supported residents and 
opposed the development on the 
basis of it being too large and 
that it is in a special landscape 
area. 

Previously, Sean Sidhu-Barr, 
managing director of St 
Matthews Healthcare, told this 
newspaper: “I can understand 
people having fears but there is a 
real need for this kind of facility 
in the county. 

“We will be putting just under 
£7 million into this project and it 
will create up to 100 new jobs in 
the area.” 


Investment in skatepark sees shelter pop up 


A SHELTER has been 
put up in the town’s 
skatepark.

MANIFESTOS from all three 
political parties have been 
released in preparation for the 
upcoming county council elec¬ 
tions. 

The major players in this 
May’s election have now out¬ 
lined their promises to the peo¬ 
ple of Northamptonshire if they 
were to win. 

Both Labour and the Liberal 


Democrats have promised to 
switch the street lights back on 
across the county and save 
‘millions of pounds’ by shutting 
down the county council’s 
office in Brussels. 

While the Conservatives, who 
currently hold 54 of the seats, 
have declared that if they were 
to win again this year then they 
believe they would be in power 
for another decade. 

But this year’s election will be 
slightly different to previous 


years. The Local Government 
Boundary Commission has 
reviewed the wards in 
Northamptonshire and instead 
of the current 73 councillors, 
from May there will be a 
decrease in their number to 56. 

The Conservative’s manifesto 
focuses on what they have 
achieved in the last eight years, 
since they took power from 
Labour, and how they will build 
on the projects already in place.

ing with more councils’, keep¬ 
ing all libraries open and 
expanding their use, increasing 
the number of foster carers and 
developing the historic Chester 
Farm site as a visitor attraction. 

Also included is a promise to 
continue to keep council tax 
‘low’ and publish any transac¬ 
tions higher than £200. 

Leader of the council, Cllr Jim 
Harker, said: “Our record will 
be based on the last eight years 
since we inherited the sham¬ 
bles Labour left us with. 

“We have an excellent record 
and a well thought out mani¬ 
festo. We will be fighting every 
seat.” 

The Lib Dems last month 
launched their ‘Safer Streets’ 
campaign which is one of the 


key messages of their manifes¬ 
to. They also pledge to protect 
frontline policing, fix roads and 
pavements, ‘slash’ top council¬ 
lors’ pay and cut County Hall 
‘spin doctors’. 

Lib Dem leader Brendan 
Glynane said: “The key thing 
we are campaigning on is pub¬ 
lic safety. We talk to residents 
and people are scared to go out 
at night. 

“We don’t think people are 
going to vote for the 
Conservatives based on their 
current financial record. 

“A lot of people don’t want 
another ten years of that.” 

Labour have six main prom¬ 
ises, with priorities going 
towards the elderly and the 
young. They have said they will 
put the elderly before profit, 


invest in youth clubs and create 
training opportunities. 

Party leader Councillor John 
McGhee said: “People are really 
going to be struggling and we 
want to help them as much as 
possible.

NEW CAR REVIEW 

MINI John Cooper Works GP 
WORKING IT 

By Andy Enright 

With 215bhp on tap and a 150mph top speed, the 
two seat MINI John Cooper Works GT model 
is no stripes and chicken-wire grille run¬ 
out model. It's something very special 
with a custom interior, sticky tyres, 
extremely focused suspension 
setup and big brakes. But it's 
certainly not cheap. 

The GP doesn't want for power. 

There's 216bhp on tap from the 
four-cylinder turbo engine 
which is plenty for a car that 
weighs in at just 1,160kg. 

Adjustable coilover suspension and 
some fearsome brakes provide the control and helped this MINI to a time of 
the full Nurburgring circuit of just 8 minutes 23 seconds. With its 0 to 62 mph 
sprint time of 6.3 seconds and a top speed of 150 mph, the GP is properly 
punchy, and features a stability control package that isn't paired with DTC 
traction control like a normal MINI model but instead features a special GP 
racing mode. This disables the ASC engine power reduction, so this system 



offers just ASC braking, based on the EDLC (Electronic Differential Lock 
Control) which uses the brakes to add the stability effect of a differential. Got 
that? In layman's terms, it drags the car into a corner more sharply when 
you're really throwing it down the road. 

That coilover suspension allows the ride height to be lowered by up to 20 
millimetres. Among other things, this means the suspension set-up can be 

fine-tuned to different circuit conditions whenever the 
MINI goes out onto the track. Stickier tyres also 
feature on this car along with upside down front 
shock absorbers and increased front camber to 
really give the car a strong front end. 
Outstanding braking performance is 
provided by theJCW GP's six-piston fixed- 
calliper disc brakes, vented at the front. 

It's no half-hearted effort, this. 

The MINI John Cooper Works GP 
model is it a whole tail-stack of fun? 
Absolutely. It's not the best-sorted 
hatchback out there and at times it can 
feel downright boisterous, but that only 
adds to the feeling that this car is 
something a bit removed from the norm; 
a tool whose objective is to paint a huge smile on your face and make 
every drive an event. 

Judged in those terms it's a winner. There aren't many cars that feel naughtier 
to drive now that the Subaru Impreza and Mitsubishi Lancer Evo turbo nutter 
models have been pensioned off. In that regard at least, the MINI JCW GP 
feels like a throwback, a hot hatch from the days when driving was about 
having fun on a clear road. Is that a realistic sell these days? MINI clearly 
thinks so and they hope 2,000 kindred spirits out there agree.

BEN Foden is determined to 
force his way back into the 
England reckoning after 
enduring a frustrating Six 
Nations which saw him having 
to watch all of the games from 
the sidelines. 

The Northampton Saints full 
back struggled with an ankle 
injury in the build-up to this 
year’s tournament which 
affected his form, allowing 
Saracens’ Alex Goode to take 
over as first choice in the 15 
shirt for the national team. 

It was a frustrating time for 
Foden, particularly as he 
missed out on last Saturday’s 
decisive clash with Wales in 
Cardiff which ultimately ended 
with England suffering a 30-3 
defeat. 

“In any big game with any¬ 
thing riding on it and all the 
hype and ferocity surrounding 
it, those are the occasions you 
want to be involved in, espe¬ 
cially international rugby 
because it’s a grand stage to be 
on and big performances can 
change peoples’ perceptions of 
you,” said Foden. 

“With Lions tours and 
England tours coming up, I 
want to be out there testing 
myself against some of the best 
players, but I didn’t make 
selection. I’ll go away, work 
hard at the club and make 
myself right in terms of my 
body and then put in some per¬ 
formances to justify my selec¬ 
tion.” 

Not being selected during the 
Six Nations is a big blow to 
Foden’s hopes of making the 
British & Irish Lions squad for 
this summer’s tour to Australia, 
which is announced at the end 
of next month, but he would 


likely be part of England’s two- 
test tour to Argentina in June 
instead. 

The 27-year-old’s trouble¬ 
some ankle forced him to be 
controversially pulled out of 
the Saints team to play 
Gloucester by the England staff 
at short notice last month, 
although he admits that was 
the right call to make. 

Foden has since had a steroid 
injection in his ankle and is 
now ready to help his side in 
their challenge for the Aviva 
Premiership title when the 
league resumes away to 
London Wasps on Saturday. 

“I haven’t had many injuries 
or operations during my career 
and the only one I did I 
bounced back fairly quickly 
from, so I was sort of expecting 
the same thing and probably 
came back a little bit too early,” 
said Foden. 

“I went full out as soon as 
they said I could play again. I 
was doing all of the training, 
lifting and whatever I could do, 
but obviously these things 
need to be monitored and 
make sure the healing process 
is completed, and I didn’t real¬ 
ly do that. 

“With the guys here at 
Northampton, they held me 
back from certain sessions, 
kept me off the high ground 
and did most of my fitness ses¬ 
sions in the gym so when the 
weekend comes I’m feeling one 
hundred percent and hopeful¬ 
ly can perform to the best of 
my ability.”

North agent confirms talks with Saints 


GEORGE North’s agent has confirmed the 
Scarlets winger has been subject of an 
approach by Northampton Saints and a deal 
could be concluded sooner rather than later. 

The 20-year-old international is one of the 
hottest prospects in Welsh rugby, bursting on 
the scene in November 2010 when he became 
the youngest Wales player to score a try on his 
debut against South Africa. 

North still has a year remaining on his con¬ 
tract with Scarlets and has not asked for a 
transfer, but his representative Christian Abt 
confirmed talks have taken place between the 
Saints and the Llanelli-based regional side. 

“I think these things need to happen quite 
quickly if it’s going to happen so that each 
party knows where they stand,” Abt said to the 
BBC. “It’s counter-productive to sort of drag on 


and for the player as well to know where he will 
be, so ideally I’m sure it will resolve itself in the 
next couple of weeks.” 

Northampton director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
confirmed recently he was targetting a new 
winger for next season, having failed to replace 
Chris Ashton following his departure to 
Saracens. 

Promising 20-year-old Jamie Elliott has been 
leading the way for the Saints wide men in 
recent weeks, but injuries to the likes of Ken 
Pisi and Paul Diggin have seen the side have to 
field James Wilson as an emergency wing. 

Vasily Artemyev and Noah Cato, who has 
been loaned to Championship side Newcastle 
Falcons until the end of the season, are also 
out of favour and North would be a welcome 
addition. 


Several of Northampton’s Premiership rivals 
and big spending French clubs are also track¬ 
ing North, who would become the latest high- 
profile player to leave Wales as the four region¬ 
al sides continue to struggle financially. 

“Unfortunately it’s been well documented it’s 
been a difficult time for some of the Welsh 
regions financially,” Abt said. 

“They are looking at finding ways to work 
within a business model which makes finan¬ 
cial sense for themselves to go forward and be 
sustainable in this current market. 

“It’s not something that we’ve really actively 
pursued, it’s very much a case of understand¬ 
ing where he is in terms of the situation in 
Wales and trying to ensure that whatever hap¬ 
pens going forward is in his best interests in 
order to progress his career.”

AIDY Boothroyd is eyeing a measure 
of revenge against Oxford United on 
Saturday as Northampton Town aim 
to claw back the four point gap which 
has opened up between them and the 
League Two automatic promotion 
places. 

Last Saturday’s match at Wycombe 
Wanderers was postponed until April 
16 due to a waterlogged pitch at Adams 
Park, with the weekend’s results seeing 
the Cobblers drop two places to sixth. 

Northampton are well on course for 
at least a place in the play-offs and a 
win over Oxford at a near-sold out 
Sixfields would keep the pressure on 
the top three. The manager is particu¬ 
larly keen to ensure that is the case 
after a controversial 2-1 defeat at the 
Kassam Stadium in November. 

“We certainly feel we owe them one 
after what we thought were two goals 
that shouldn’t have been given, but 
that’s gone now and we’ve got to make 
sure we get something against them,” 
said Boothroyd. 

“The Oxford game is going to be a 
very good game. They have come into a 
bit of form, Chris [Wilder] is a good 
manager and we’ve got the rivalry 
there with them.” 

Clarke Carlisle was also contentious- 
ly sent off after picking up two yellow 
cards in that game and believes the 
confidence in the squad will carry 
them through the last eight games suc¬ 
cessfully. 

He spent the weekend moving house 
after the Wycombe game was post¬ 
poned and is now looking forward to 
this match and the home game against 
Torquay United on Good Friday. 

“It was disappointing the game was 
off because the boys are confident and 
we really wanted to press home our 
position,” said Carlisle. “But I think the 


results from the weekend were quite 
decent and we’re still in a very strong 
position. 

“We’re confident of winning any 
game, but our home record has been 
fantastic. Coming into these two 
games we’ve a real chance to put our¬ 
selves into that top three. 

“We’ve been performing consistently 
and we trust and believe in one anoth¬ 
er.

“If we maintain what we have done 
then it should be a successful season, 
but the time for us to get third, second 
or first is the last game of the season 
and there will be lots of twists and 
turns between then and now.”

“It was a great result for everyone 
on the team and I’m really, really 
happy.” 

It is a case of carrying on where 
they left off for Gavin and Milner, 
who clinched the ALMS GT Drivers 
Championship in 2012. The 40-year- 
old was particularly pleased with 
the win after they struggled in the 
endurance events last year. 

“It didn’t go right for us at Sebring, 
Le Mans or Petit Le Mans so there 
was a lot of focus on this year’s race,” 
said Gavin. “It was incredibly hard 
racing from start to finish and that 
makes the win even better as well.” 


Sutil expects tough test in Malaysia 


FORMULA ONE 

ADRIAN Sutil admits it will be tough to 
replicate his front-running exploits from 
the Formula One season opener this 
Sunday in Malaysia, but is still target¬ 
ing more than just a mid-field finish. 

The driver for Silverstone-based 
Sahara Force India had two stints out 
in front during last Sunday’s Australian 
Grand Prix before eventually finishing 
seventh on his return to the sport after 
a year out. 

Although the race was dry, wet 
weather earlier in the weekend made 
for difficult conditions and it is expect¬ 
ed there may be some at Sepang over 
this weekend. Whatever the conditions, 
Sutil is cautiously optimistic. 

“In the rain it’s easier sometimes to 
be at the front and race with the top 
teams, but in the dry it’s more difficult 
and normally never happens,” said the 


German driver. 

“It’s amazing to see that it was possi¬ 
ble in Australia and don’t forget that 
Nico [Hulkenberg] led for this team at 
the final race of last year too. 

“There are opportunities, and if you 
believe in it, you can take those chanc¬ 
es. If you don’t believe you can win, 
you will never win. 

“It’s just an approach, I think. It’s 
important to set your mind. 

“It’s sometimes hard because we are 
usually in the midfield, but you should 
always think a step further.” 

Team mate Paul di Resta has scored 
top ten finishes in both of his previous 
FI races in Malaysia and expects the 
team’s VJM06 car to be suited to the 
warm conditions they will encounter. 

“We’ve had a reasonably strong per¬ 
formance for the last couple of years in 
Malaysia, so I think we should go there 
feeling quite optimistic,” said di Resta, 
who finished eighth in Australia.

TOM May insists he is determined 
to ensure Northampton Saints end 
the season with the Aviva 
Premiership trophy - regardless of 
whether or not his future lies away 
from Franklin’s Gardens. 

The 34-year-old centre has been 
linked with a move to London 
Welsh in recent weeks and is 
expected to join the likes of Ryan 
Lamb, Soane Tonga’uiha and Brian 
Mujati in departing the Saints this 
summer. 

May will confirm his plans in the 
coming weeks, although his focus 
is firmly on ensuring the Saints 
finally make it to Twickenham 
after three consecutive 
Premiership semi-final defeats.

“This year there are no excuses, 
especially with these knock-out 
games in the Premiership,” said 
Foden.
